G overnment spending is 
looming larger and larger in 
the thinking of the Ameri¬ 
can people, and rightly so, since 
it is the most vital question that 
confronts us. It is far more im¬ 
portant than “National defense,” 
because if we are menaced by the 
totalitarian states of the Old 
V orld, as the President indicates, 
the first requisite for National 
defense would be to set our own 
financial house in order. 

If it be true that we are about 
to be assaulted by Germany, 
Italy, Russia or Japan, or all of 
them, then our own unsound fis¬ 
cal policy would be our most 
Serious handicap. 

But it is not true. All these 
rations have plenty troubles on 
their hands now at home. None 
of them could attack us, much as 
they might desire to do so. 

The war scare, and the pro¬ 
posed two billion dollar defense 
fund, is only a smoke screen to 
divert attention from our impend¬ 
ing financial collapse, and the 
atrocious and shameful waste of 
the nation’s resources. Give the 
New Deal another two billion 
dollars to spend on National de¬ 
fense and it will be just another 
gigantic boon-doggling scheme 
Spending has long been the only 
clearly defined policy of the New 
Deal. It is no longer a policy—it 
has become an obsession. And the 
brakes' are now off. The Presi¬ 
dent has abandoned the last pre¬ 
tense of living within our income, 
and Indicates an increasing Fed¬ 
eral deficit and debt by geomet¬ 
ric progression. 

He has thrown overboard his 
own policies expressed in his own 
brave words, —“government costs 
too much ... I propose ... to

Kenny to outlaw heart balm suits 
In California is attracting wide 
attention because, while the 
racket is nation-wide, Hollywood 
is the capital of heart balm and 
alimony racket, with too suscept- 
ilbe judges. “The bill’s purpose 
is to remove completely from the 
statutes all breach of promise 
actions,” said Kenny, who as a 
former Superior court judge heard 
the matrimonial troubles of many 
members of the movie colony. 
"The state has been working at 
cross purposes in providing a 
three day ‘cooling off’ marriage 
law and then making a man who 
takes advantage of that period 
to decide against matrimony sub¬ 
ject to a suit for breach of 
promise,” Kenny added. 

To serve as a constant traffic 
safety reminder, the city of 
Cleveland recently dedicated an 
obelisk monument in its public 
square in memory of its 114 traf¬ 
fic victims during 1938. 

General Goering, economic dic¬ 
tator of Germany’s Four Year 
Plan, has ordered hens to step up 
their production from 90 eggs to 
140 eggs a year. Death will be 
meted out to all chickens failing 
to comply. But the general’s bom¬ 
bast is no laughing matter to the 
German people and to German 
shopkeepers. Good food has be¬ 
come astonishingly scarce, except 
In tourists’ hotels and res¬ 
taurants. Shortages of butter, 
eggs, potatoes, and sugar, have 
been chronic for some time. Cof¬ 
fee, rationed to housewives by tne 
gram earlier this month, is at 
present not available at all, even 
though Germany imported more 
than enough from Brazil in 1938. 
The reason for this paradox: Ger¬ 
many resold the coffee to other 
countries to obtain the credits 
with which to buy the raw ma¬ 
terials she needs for her gigantic 
rearmament program. She has 
done the same thing before with 
other food supplies. As General 
Goering himself once explained,
